"The  ftfier  order  r h . 
making-  way  for  the  new...”  and 
hat’s  liow  it  was  last  week  at 
die  first  Council  meeting  chaired 
by  Mayor  Albert  St.  George. 

THE  OLD  ORDER... 

Councilman  James  V.  Goodwin 
read  a  prepared  statement 
(reproduced  in  full  elsewhere  in 
this  issue)  which  he  asked  be 
included  in  the  minutes. 

Outgoing  Councilman  Sattler 
thanked  the  Police  Department 
for  the  excellent  cooperation  they 
had  given  him  while  he  served 
as  Police  Commissioner-said 
he  felt  members  of  this  depart¬ 
ment  were  underpaid  and  hoped 
the  new  Council  would  increase 
the  pay  of  these  men  who  risk 
their  lives  to  protect  Boro 
residents.  He  also  referred  to  an 
article  which  deplored  the  “one 
party  system”  in  government 
and  detailed  its  dangers.  Sattler 
said  the  thought  “terrified”  him. 

Outgoing  Mayor  Eugene  Molnar 
joked  about  the  implication  in  the 
statement  that  “young  people 
were  taking  over” — he  said  that 
at  47  he  doesn’t  feel  old  and 
still  has  a  “lot  of  fight”  left 
in  him.  He  went  on  to  say  "I’m 
going  to  be  around.  I’m  going  to 
be  here  all  the  time  and  oppose 
things  that  are  not  in  the  best 
interests  of  our  town.”  He 
.  thanked  all  Boro  employees  for 
their  courtesy  and  cooperation. 
Molnar  said  he  was  distrubed 
about  the  report  that  Teterboro 
was  to  be  divided  and  included 
as  part  of  four  surrounding  towns. 
Would  this  stop  at  Teterboro,  he 
ashed.  He  said  in  his  term  of 
office  as  Mayor,  there  were  times 
it  was  "hard  not  to  become  a 
cynic.”  However,  to  balance  the 
scales,  he  said  "I  have  also  met 
so  many  nice  people  and  have 
no  tears,,  no  regrets.”  And  so 
Mayor  Eugene  Molnar  turned 
over  the  reins  of  our  Borough 
Government  to  incoming  Mayor 
Albert  St.  George  and  the  old 
Council  was  adjourned. 

THE  NEW  ORDER... 
Councilman  Charles  Verga 


tcnk  fits  sent  Mayor  .St.  George, 
formally  resigned  his  post  as 
Councilman  and  Roy  Meyer  was 
appointed  to  fill  this  seat  for  the 
remainder  of  the  one  year  term 
in  a  3-2  vote  of  the  council. 
Before  this  motion  was  voted  on, 
Councilman  James  V.  Goodwin 
read  this  message  to  Mayor  St. 
George: 

"Mayor — I  realize  you  have 
an  obligation  to  your  leader,  Mr. 
Andora,  and  to  your  organization 
in  making  appointments  to 
municipal  posts.  I  also  realize 
the  State  Statutes  give  you  the 
power  to  nominate  and  appoint 
with  the  ADVICE  and  CONSENT 
of  the  council  in  making  these 
appointments. 

"Whereas  you  have  an  obliga¬ 
tion  to  Mr.  Andora  and  your 
organization,  you  also,  as  the 
Mayor  have  an  obligation  to  all 
elected  Councilmen  and  the 
people  of  the  borough  of  East 
Paterson,  to  perform  your  duties 
as  an  impartial  elected  official. 

“The  term  ADVICE  and 
CONSENT,  I  assume  to  mean  that 
all  councilmen  have  the  right 
to  submit  names  to  be  considered 
to  fill  vacancies,  not  just  to  take 
it  for  granted  that  you  follow  the 
dictates  of  your  leader  because 
the  majority  is  in  your  favor. 
This  is  my  interpretation  of  the 
statute  since  it  is  we,  as  elected  _ 
officials,  who  must  decide  and 
vote  on  all  measures,  and  not 
sacrifice  our  rights  as  individ¬ 
uals  to  make  recommendations  on 
all  matters  for  consideration. 

"I  realize  you,  as  Mayor,  will 
seldom,  if  ever,  be  placed  in  a 
position  where  you  will  be  called 
upon  to  vote  on  any  matter,  since  , 
it  is  obvious  by  your  actions 
and  statements  to  the  press,  that 
your  majority  vote  is  already 
recorded.  Regardless  of  this,  the 
courtesy  and  consideration 
should  have  been  extended  to  the 
other  councilmen  to  seek  their 
advice  and  opinion,  as  the  law 
so  clearly  states.” 

Pursuing  his  right  as  Council¬ 
man,  Goodwin  introduced  a

motion,  seconded  by  Councilman 
Pulzone,  naming  Leo  Lambert, 
United  Democratic  Club  member, 
to  fill  the  seat  vacated  by 
St.  George.  The  motion  was  not 
acted  upon. 

APPOINTMENTS 

Councilman  Roy  Meyer  re¬ 
signed  his  seat  on  the  Board  of 
Adjustment  and  FlorioChiappelli 
was  named  to  fill  this  post.  All 
other  appointments  were  passed 
with  the  bloc  vote  of  Councilmen 
Hampel,  Donlevy  and  Verga  with 
Councilmen  Pulzone  and  Goodwin 
voting  “yes’  in  some  cases  and 
“no’  in  others,  along  with 
comments  and  in  One  case  with 
Councilman  Pulzone  voting  “no- 
no”. 

The  appointment  that  caused 
most  dissention  was  that  of 
Richard  Savage  of  the  Savage  & 
Nunno  firm  as  Boro  Engineer 
replacing  Florio  Job,  who  had 
held  this  post  for  the  past  ten 
years,  Councilman  Pulzone 
deplored  the  actions  of  Council- 
men  Hampel  and  Donlevy,  who  he 
said  had  assured  Mr.  Job  he  had 
done  a  good  joa  and  “had  nothing 
to  worry  about”. ..and  that  Mr. 
Job  only  recently  had  been 
authorized  to  follow  through  on 
several  projects,  one  which  will 
call  for  a  $5,000  to  $6,000  pay¬ 
ment  and  that  we  will  be  “paying 
double  for  political  appoint¬ 
ments.”  Mayor  St.  George 
replied  this  was  not  a  political 
appointment  and  that  he  doesn’t 
feel  “Job  is  incompetent,  but  that 
Savage  will  do  a  more  commend¬ 
able  job.” 

Councilman  Goodwin  said  that 
Mr.  Job  has  served  the  Boro 
well  for  the  past  ten  years  and 
that  professionals  should  “not  be 
appointed  for  political  reasons” 
and  went  on  to  point  out  that 
Mr.  Savage  “was  the  same 
gentleman  Anthony  Andora 
wanted  last  year.  Andora  worked 
with  Nunno’ s  brother  in  the 
prosecutor’s  office.”  Outgoing 


Mayor  Molnar,  from  the  audience 

joined  the  fray  when  the  public 
meeting  was  opened  to  say 
“Municipal  business  should  be 
handled  in  the  Municipal  Build¬ 
ing  and  not  In  the  UDC  club¬ 
house’  and  that  Mr.  Job,  who  had 
originally  been  appointed  by 
Democrats  had  been  kept  in  this 
post  through  Republican  and 
Democratic  administrations  be¬ 
cause  he  had  proven  truthful  and 
honest  and  he  couldn’t  “see  how 
a  man  like  this  is  let  go.  I’ll 
check  to  see  if  there  are  other 
reasons”  Molnar  concluded. 

THE  PUBLIC  IS  HEARD 
Former  Democratic  Council¬ 
man  Julius  Rubenstein,  in  the 
public  hearing,  noted  that  since 
the  Boro  will  collect  6%  interest 
on  delinquent  taxes,  he  felt  it 
only  fair  that  the  Boro  also  pay 
the  same  rate  of  interest  on  tax 
rebates  that  are  not  paid  on  time. 

Speaking  on  the  selection  of  the 
Garfield  Messenger,  weekly 
newspaper  to  carry  the  longer 
Boro  legals,  Mr.  Molnar  said 
that  the  Messenger  had  been  used 
in  1952  and  1953,  and  that  they 
had  “lost  face  when  former 
Councilman  C  ingale  charged 
them  with  overcharging  the 
Boro.”  Mr.  Molnar  also  spoke 
on  the  conflict  caused  many  times 
by  the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  Council  holding  their  meet¬ 
ings  on  the  same  night. 

School  Board  Trustee  Rose 
Lopchuk  questioned  the  Council 
on  the  amount  of  money  that  will 
show  up  in  our  budget  as  a 
surplus.  Mayor  St.  George  and 
former  Finance  Chairman  Don¬ 
levy  both  said  they  didn’t  know 
the  amount  and  that  it  will  be 
made  public  as  soon  as  the 
auditor  completes  the  books. 
Mrs.  Lopchuk,  who  had  been  told 
at  a  school  board  meeting  the 
figure  was  $200,000,  said  she 
hoped  the  public  would  be 
informed  rather  than  a  “select 
group”. 

Michael  Vaccaro  suggested 
that  tax  search  and  assessment 
search  fees  go  to  the  Borough 


rather  than  to  the  tax  collector 
and  Boro  clerk,  who  are  already 
being  paid  as  full  time  Borough 
employees.  He  said  that  this  is 
an  antiquated  ruling  which  was 
set  up  at  a  time  when  these  two 
offices  were  held  on  a  part  time, 
rather  than  a  full  time  basis. 

Mr.  Robert  Ross  asked  Mayor 
St.  George  if  he  had  read  a 
letter  written  recently  by  Miss 
Gertrude  Unsel  and  what  he 
thought  of  it.  Mr.  St.  George 
said  he  disagreed  with  Miss 
Unsell’s  statements.  Mr.  Ross 
added  the  Mayor  would  do  well 
to  pay  attention  to  what  Miss 
Unsel  has  to  say.  Following  is 
the  letter  referred  to  by  Mr. 
Ross: 

Dear  Sir: 

The  people  of  East  Paterson 
who  voted  for  Albert  St. 
George  for  mayor  thought  they 
were  just  voting  for  a  good 
Democrat.  They  had  no  idea 
that  the  were  voting  for  a 
Metro  man  as  he  is  now  dem¬ 
onstrating.  x 

St.  George  is  bent  on  cre¬ 
ating  a  land-use  or  industrial 
commission  for  this  little  com¬ 
munity  of  23,000.  This  is  not 
his  own  idea.  The  blueprint 
for  this  gimmick  comes  from 
the  League  of  Municipalities, 
one  of  the  branches  of  the 
Metro  organization  whose 
headquarters  is  in  Chicago 
and  whose  activities  are  gen¬ 
erously  financed  by  the  Rocke¬ 
feller  and  Ford  Foundations. 
This  is  the  method  of  taking 
the  control  of  local  govern¬ 
ment  out  of  the  hands  of  the 
people. 

Everyone  in  East  Paterson, 
regardless  of  party  affiliation, 
should  write  to  Mr.  St.  George 
and  to  the  Council  as  a  whole 
protesting  this  action  aq  de¬ 
manding  that  the  zoning  board 
be  retained  to  function  under 
the  jurisdiction  of  our  elected 
representatives  as  in  the  past. 
Better  still,  a  big  crowd  of 
taxpayers  should  get  to  the 
next  council  meeting  and  voice 
their  protest.  Otherwise,  our 


citizens  may  find  that  their 
property  may  be  taken  away 
at  the  whim  of  this  unelected 
agency,  over  which  the  voters 
can  nave  no  control  what¬ 
soever.  It  can  happen  here 
and  it  is.
